Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entitled Schramm is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a DVD comprising a German serial killer feature and a variety of 
unrelated material by the feature's writer and director. The feature contains a range of 
depictions of people being killed or harmed in a grisly and gratuitous manner, aberrant 
sexual behaviour and overtones of sexual violence. The unrestricted availability of the 
publication would be injurious to the public good given the manner in which it deals with 
sex, cruelty and violence. Weighting has been given to the depictions of serious physical 
harm which are generally unrealistic but nevertheless gmesome. Such depictions would be 
disturbing to children or young persons. The feature's treatment of sex and sexual violence 
is also pitched at an adult level and requires maturity to place within the context of a 
somewhat abstract German serial killer film. Likelihood of injury to the public good is 
avoided by restricting this publication to those audiences that have attained the age of 18 
years. 

An age restriction of 18 years will interfere with the freedom of expression as set out in 
Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This limitation is demonstrably 
justified, however, given the DVD's potential to negatively impact upon children and 
young persons. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of 
expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the availability 
of publications that would be injurious to the public good for reasons specified under s3(3) 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 
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
